President Cleveland Compelled to Retire 

7 7 Boarding the Puritan. 

EW Tonk, Aug. 11.—The President ar- 
rived here today and after lunch at the Vic- 
toria the President and Col. Lamont entered 
a carriage and were ven to. Dr. Bryant’s 
A tation was held. Dr. 
Bryant was of the opinion that the President’s 
trip to Washington had the effect of 
staying the progress back to health he 
was making at the seashore. The President 
complained that his weight had not been re- 
duced materially, and he suffered from sur- 
plus avoirdupois. Dr. Bryant packed up a 
portmanteau and entered the carriage with 
the President. Col. Lamont answered all in- 
quiries respecting the President’s health with 
the assurance that he never felt better in his 
life. Col. Lamont entered another carriage 
and the party drove back to the Victoria. 

At 3:30 o’clock they started for the boat. 
Col. Lamont did not accompany them. The 
carriage was driven slowly and did not reach 
the Fall River dock, at the foot of Barclay 
street, until nearly 5 o’clock. The carriage 
was driven right on the dock to the gang- 
plank of the Puritan. Dr. Bryant alighted, 
followed by the President, whose step was 
not so elastic as when he came from Buz- 
zard’s Bay last week. He walked slowly, car- 
rying a light overcoat on his arm. His eyes 
looked heavy. They stood for a moment at 
the foot of the grand staircase, when 
the purser stepped forward and led 
the way to the cabin to be occu- 
pied by the President. It is known 
as the President's room,“ being the room 
usually occupied by the President of the 
steamboat line. It is situated forwaad on the 
hurricane deck, under the pilot house. It is 
Puritan. Capt. Judson dropped in and paid 
his respects.

The Female Horse-Thief Kills a Deputy 
United States Marshal, 

Tor, Kas., Aug. 11.—[Special.]—Sheriff 
Whitemaster of Okishoma County, Ok., who 
was in the city today, received a telegram 
that his brother William,in attempting to 
recapture the famous female horse-thief, 
Tom King, was fatally wounded yesterday. 
Three weeks ago Tom King, whose real name 
is Flora Mundas, was captured near the Texas 
line and placedin jail at Oklahoma City. 
Dur.ng the last two years she has been con- 
nected witha gang of horse-thievesin Oklaho- 
ma in man’s attire, and when captured 
her identity became known. She be- 
longs to a Missouri family of good 
reputation, but went to Oklahoma when that 
country was opened. She soon separated 
from her husband and for the last year has 
been leading a wild life. Her name figures 
in several of the robberies in the Territory, 
one of them being an attempt to 
rob the Santa Fé train near Ardmore. 
She succeeded in escaping and was pursued by 
Whitemaster, who isa Deputy United States 
Marshal, She fied to the Cherokee Strip and 
shot her pursuer from ambush. She is friendly 
with the Dalton and Belle Starr gangs, and 
her recapture will be extremely difficult. 


THEIR RAID PROVES A BOOMERANG. 


Indian Territéry Bandits Killed in At- 
tempting Robbery at Lehigh. 

Lamon, I. T., Aug. 11.—Last night four 
desperadoes went to the house of A. R. Tutt, a 
clerk of Phillips & Co., general merchants, 
and forced him at the muzzles of shot- 
guns to go with them to the store and 
open the door, The authorities of the town 
had received warning of the intended raid 
and Marshal J. W. Cael and three citi 
gens were in the store. When the rob- 
bers entered the officers ordered them to 
surrender, but the outlaws opened fire.

Zulus Yield the Palm to an Indian from

Feature of the Entertainment—Odd 
Makeshifts for Boats. 


Six of the nations of the earth were repre- 
sented in the international swimming match in 
the lagoon of Jackson Park yesterday after- 
noon, There were flve races in all, beginning 
with a match between two big Zulus and a 
little South American Indffffijand following 
with races of Turks, Dahomans, South Sea 
Islanders, and East Indians. They swam a 
distance of 1,550 feet, and 25,000 people 
gazed on the curious spectacle of men from 
the antipodes meeting in friendly contest in 
the pellucid waters of Lake Michigan, 

The races were notable for the lack of 
clothing worn by the contestants and the seri- 


ous way in which they went at the task of 


winning five-dollar gold pieces. Boats were 
present from the curious make-shifts of the 
inhabitants of Africa to the mahogany electric 
launches which have a habitation in the wa- 
tersat Jackson Park. There were Indian 
boats, Turkish caiques, Japanese boats, boats 
from South America and the islands of the 
South Seas, and gondolas that had received 
their baptism in the waterways of Venice. 

„Jim Kameel and George House, 
Zulus from the diamond mines at Kimberly, 
South Africa, were the first of the strange 
people to make their appearance at the boat 
landing at the southeast corner of the Wooded 
Island. ‘** Adolphus,” an Indian from British 
Guiana, came along after them, and the three 
were conducted to the dressing tent, which 
proved, in nearly every instance, to be more 
of an undressing than a dressing place. The 
two Zulus came out from under the canvas 
attired in their native modesty and a yard 
each of white cotton. Adolphus” wore an 
abbreviated pair of white trousers. 

Dive from the Starter’s Boat. 

These three men were taken aboard the start- 
er’s boat and rowéd to a point just north of 
the bridge which spans the lagoon near the 
west entrance of Manufactures Building. An- 
ton Roger Wells Jr., who organized the race, 
officiated in this boat, and at a word from 
him the black the ginger-colored bodies 
flashed in the sun and then disappeared be- 
neath the waters of the lagoon. Three heads 
came up, and the swimmers were off toward 
the finish boat, directly east of the MacMonnies 
fountain and Administration Building. There 
were cheers from the people who lined 
the lagoons, to which the swimmers replied 
with hand waves, and George Francis Train, 
wearing a white duck suit and a Turkish fez, 
stood up in stern of an electric launch 
and cheered them on by talking to them in 
their own languages. 

Thetwo Zulus were lost in the water in 
comparison with little *‘ Adolphus,”’ First, 
George House gaye up the fight, and sig- 
naled one of the electric launches for a rope.

Dahomeyland furnished more fun in the 
race, when the people from that country had 
gotten into theit swimming state of undress, 
than all the others combined. The manager 
of the Dahomey Village had brought over 
ven men and two women. All of the men 
k part in the race, while the women sat on 


- the landing and watched the sport. Two of 


the men launched littie boats which had been 
hallowed out of West African trees and were 
so light and frail that men could carry one of 
them easily with one hand. These boats 
are called ouharps and are carried by 
Dahomeyans for use in fording streams. 
Ypaka clambered into the first one of these, 
and Masohgo straddled the second. Each 
was provided with a paddle, and, after they 
had gotten. bearings, they could row around 
an electric launch with the current turned on 
full. These boats drew up alongside the 
starters, and the other five of the Dahomeyans 
stood up in line and waited for 
Manager Penny to give the word. en 
he did, the two ouharos shot out under the 
rapid strokes of'the paddles and the five men 
in the boat diyed and came up anywhere from 
fifteen to thirty feet from the boat’s side, 
swimming for dear life. Only two of them 
finished, however, the others tiring ovt and 
being taken on board the starter’s boat. Of 
the swimmers Betoglau finished first and 
Comeliem second. Their time was 7:25 and 
7:27, while Ypaka was the first of the two 
boatmen to reach the judges’ boats, Masongo 
coming in a close second.

ipo Uvaa, and Timote Uvea, South Sea Island- 
ers, with their yellow skins shining under lib- 
eral applications of cocoanut oil, were the 
next to try their fortunes in the water.

Four Women in a Carriage Meet a Moving

FATALLY BEATEN BY MASKED ROBBERS. 


John B. Anderson Loses $75 and Will 
Probably Die. 

Four masked robbers entered the saloon of 
John B. Anderson at No. 1819 North Clark 
street at 11 o'clock last night and after beat- 
ing the owner into insensibility robbed the 
till of $75 and made their escape.

Instantly the others 
fell upon him, and after beating him into in- 
sensibility with the butt ends of revolvers 
robbed the till. Anderson was found by his 
wife, who notified the police. He is in a dan- 
gerous condition and may die. No trace of 
the robbers has been secured. 


SUIT TO TEST A NEW MINNESOTA LAW. 


It Requires All Trains to Stop at All Coun- 
ty Seats with Stations. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Aug. 11.—[Special.J]— 
City Attorney Roberts of Pine City, called on 
Attorney-General Childs today to secure his 
assistance in thé matter of a writ of habeas 
corpus which the Duluth road has applied for 
in favor of the engineer of the road who was 
arrested, tried, and sentenced to pay a fine or 
be imprisoned for thirty days. The writ is 
returnable tomorrow before Judge Williams 
of the United States Circuit Court. The ob- 
ject of the proceedings is to test the constitu- 
tionality of the law passed by the last Legis- 
lature, which requires all trains, except those 
starting ih other States and those doing trans- 
continental business, to stop at all county 
seats on the line at which there are stations.

POISON IN 4 TANK. 


HANNAMAN ARRESTED 
FOR PLAOING IT THERE. 


He Protests His Innocence and Insists That 
His Apprehension Is Due to Mistaken 
Identity- John J. Leighton, However, 
in Whose Office Corrosive Sublimate was 
Put in the Water, Says That Hannaman 
Is the Right Man-It Is a Mystery to the 
Police, 

George V. Hannaman is charged with hav- 

ing put poison in an icewater tank. He is a 

Denver man, and was arrested yesterday at 


| the instance of John J. Leighton, proprietor 


of the Free Hotel Registry, No. 311 Sixty- 
third street, in whose office Hannaman is said 
to have dropped corrosive sublimate into the 
water tank. Hannaman, who was locked up 
at Woodlawn Police Station, denies the 
charge and says it isa serious case of mis- 
taken identity. 

Thursday evening a man entered the office 
and appeared to be searching for some one. 
Mr. Leighton asked him what he wished and 
he replied: Nothing.“ Then the man sat 
down in a chair and began to read a news- 
paper. He betrayed some nervousness and 
Mr. Leighton told his clerk, Frank 
Page, to watch him. Soon the stranger 
arose and walked over to the 
ice - water tank. The cover had 
been removed arid the ice protruded above the 
upper edge. The man was seen to take a 
paper from his. pocket and sprinkle a white 
powder over the ice and also put some in the 
glass that stood by. Then he walked hurriedly 
out of the office and before he could be de- 
tained he was lost in the crowds. 

Clerk Page at once notified Mr. Leighton of 
whathe had seen and they examined the 
water-tank. Theice was covered with the 
powder in places and the glass contained a 
white sediment. 

Powder Is Analyzed. 

The latter was taken to the drug store of H. 
B. Oughten at Sixty-third street and Madison 
avenue, where the contents were analyzed. 
The powder was found to be corrosive sub. 
limate. 

In the meantime Mr. Leighton had noti- 
fied the Woodlawn police and officers were 
sent out to work on the case. But it hap- 
pened that Mr. Leighton did better police 
work than the officers. Yesterday morning 
he sawa man walking on Sixty-third street, 
whom he identified as the one who had put 
the poison in his water-tank. He called an 
officer and had the man arrested, who, at the 
station, said his name was George V. Hanna- 
man and that he was from Denver. 

Hannainan said he arrived in Chicago from 
Denver last Thursday and had been stopping 
at Camp Sheridan, corner of Sixty-second 
street and Sheridan avenue. My object in 
coming to Chicago, he said last night, was 
to start a picture store, and last night I sent 
for my wife to come here. As far as this 
charge against me is concerned, it 
is absurb. It is simply a case 
of mistaken identity, that is all. 
Why, I never saw this man Leighton before, 
nor was I ever in his place. All will be ex- 
plained in court tomorrow morning.“ 

Mr. Leighton was confident that he had not 
made a mistake regardless of Hannaman’s 
statements. I am positive that he is the 
man, he said, and I intend to prosecute 
him. ‘What his object was I can’t imagine, 
but it isa wonder some of the people in my 
office were not poisoned.” 

The police at the Woodlawn station claim 
to have no explanation for the case. I can- 
not understand it at all,“ said Capt. Kane 
last night. Mr. Leighton is so positive in 
his identification of Hannaman that he car- 
ries conviction with his words. And yet I 
cannot see what the man’s motive was. 
Leighton does not know him, 
has he ever seen him before. 
He says that when the stranger 
entered his plate last evening he treated 
him with respect and gave him no cause for 
cherishing ill-feeling. It seems strange that 
any one should walk deliberately up to the 
water-tank and‘throw a deadly poison into it. 
As far ag Hannaman is concerned I will say 
nothing. He may or may not be the right 
man. We bave arrested him at the request of 
Mr. Leighton. 

Leighton’s offices are not commodious. He 
has a hotel registry scheme by which strang- 
ers can be directed to reasonable hotels dur- 
ing their stay in Chicago. He has no com- 
petitor in the enterprise and insists that no 
one could have had any intentions to do him 
personal harm. 

Hannaman isa well dressed man and ap- 
pears to have been prosperous in business. 
He had papers in his possession showing that 
he was interested in several mining ventures 
in Denver. 


DOG DEFEATS THE PURPOSE OF ROBBERS 


George Rohen Indebted to His Faithful 
Animal for Saving a Wallet.

IxDIANATOLIS. Ind., Aug. 11.—[Special.]— 
Almost complete stagnation in trade with the 
East prevails here, the high rate charged by 
local banks on New York exchange drafts 
amounting to a practical boycott on the me- 
tropolis concerns. Drafts on New York from 
country correspondents are refused, none but 
local patrons can be accommodated, and those 
only in small amounts. The exchange tate 
today was as high as $30 per $1,000. 

A local banker said today: This state of 
affairs is simply retaliatory for the boycott 
which Gotham bankers have established 
against the Western concerns.“ 

A reporter was shown through several bank 
vaults today and in four beheld of cur- 
rency aggregating $3,000,000, nearly half of 
which was gold. Indianapolis banks claim to 
be in better condition than those of any city 
of its size in the West. We have plenty of 
money for our patrons but not a cent for New 
York,’ was the remark of one banker. Asa 
result of this situation, it is said by bankers, 
grain dealers, and shippers of live stock, shi 
ments East have been practically A. 
Bankers do not look for relief until the atti- 
tude ot New York is changed.

Adjournment.

“REVOLT” PLANNED BY EZETA. 


Queer Story of the Reported Outbreak in 
Salvador July 2%. - 


Panama, Aug. 3.—[Special.|—The out- 
break in Salvador July 2, reported as à re- 
volt against Ezeta, takes on a totally differ- 
ent character in the light of the latest 
advices. The facts are now said to be these: 
It was the great ‘muster day of the depart- 
mental militia at the City of Santa Ana, and 
there was under arms in tho plaza a force of 
some 4,000 men. Col; Flores, second in 
command, having started his second 
so-called revolt, sent detachments to 
arrest Gen. Antonio Ezeta and 
Gen. J. D. Pereza, the commanding 
General, both of whom he ordered to be sum- 
marily shot. When Ezgeta appeared the 
„ rebels” detailed to shoot him presented 
arms and followed him back to the curatel. 
The same thing occurred with Gen. Pereza, 
who hastened to the curatel intent on restor- 
ing order. 

As the two chiefs approached the scene of 
disturbance from different points the soldiers 
under Flores opened a sharp fire upon them 
and the soldiers accompanying them. Nota 
man was hit, however, nor was the fire re- 
turned, and through that storm of bullets the 
two Generals marched into the curatel, There 
they were joined by Police Commandant 
Vasquez, who suddenly drew his revolver and 
shot Flores. The troops thereupon presented 
arms and the affair terminated, During the 
excitement the forces in the plaza remained 
quiet and made no effort to take part in the 
trouble. | 

It is learned from what seems to be a trust- 
—— source that the mutiny was con- 
cocted by Antonio Ezeta himself and put in 
operation with the aid of the unfortunate 
Flores to get rid of certain obnorxi in- 
dividuals. The plan, it is declared, to 
have the mutiny ’’ quelled by the aid of the 
militia if the troops had taken the thing too 
seriously and got beyond Flores’ control.

Description of the Furnace. 


The furnace as first built is a cylindrical 
affair, four feet six inches in height, and 
thirty inches in diameter. This is topped by 
a smokestack five feet high. Upon the side is 
a feed for the garbage, and near the base isa 
screen which can be easily dumped into a pan 
below when the gar is burned and the 
ashes accumulate. oil is carried in a 
small tank restwng on the handles of the ma- 
chine, which is propelled by hand. Two stop- 
cocks so regulate its distribution that a min- 
imum quantity is used, and there is no possi- 
ble danger of an explosion. The oil tank 
holds two gallons, and it is estimated that one 
quart of oil will burn all the garbage put 
into the furnace in a night. 

The economical feature of this furnace is 
what particularly recommends it. With this 
furnace they can burn at a total cost of $7 
what it would cost just twice as much, $14, 
to haul away and dump. After today the de- 
partment figures that it will save at least $15 
a day by each machine of this kind actually 
in use, The res for the operation of the 
machine are those given with inexperienced 
men to handle it. After they get broken in it 
is estimated that the machine will burn what 
it costs $28 to haul at a cost of $14. 


Tests Prove Satisfactory. 


Stanley M. Forrest has had charge of the 
tests already made, and pronounces them so 
satisfactory that they have already ordered 
another machine, which will be three feet 
six inches in diameter, and have a 16-inch 
feed, into which refuse of a large size may 
be thrown. This will have an extended hop- 
per which will actasa reservoir, into which 
the men can dump all the garbage as they 
gather it, and the man at the furnace can 
regulate it. With this arrangement the fur- 
nace, it is claimed, can burn all the garbage 
that twelve men can feed it. 

The cost of the machine is moderate, per- 
haps less than $50 each, and it requires no 
horses or drivers. Every man with it isa 
workingman, and the man that keeps the fire 
going moves it from place to place. Below 
the garbage-pan is a receptacie for ashes, 
which can be dumped from time to time. 

The oil is not used except to burn green 
garbage, like cabbage leaves or melon rinds, 
and there is no offensive oder in the burning. 
The new machine wili be ready in a week, and 
it is the plan of Mr. Steele to have the garbage 
men carry a sort of rubber ball, with a 
sprinkling device attached, with which they 
can, by simply pressi the ball, disinfect 
the garbage-box which they have cleaned out. 
This disinfectant is imported from Europe 
and is somewhat costly, but is the most effect- 
ive thing yet discovered.

THE SAD STORY OF A STRICKEN CITY. 


Appalling Condition of Santos, Ravaged 
by Yellow-Fever. 

Baltimore American: Capt. W. H. Read of 
the British bark Charles E. Lefurgy of Prince 
Edward Island has arrived in this city and 
tells a harrowing story about the ravages of 
yellow-fever in Brazil. To an American re- 
porter he told the following story: Our ves- 
sel arrived in Santos Christmas day last 
from Isle de Grande with a load of 
coal, The harbor of Santos was strewn 
with the hulks of old vessels, aban- 
doned and condemned in consequence of the 
great expense of maintaining them. Yel- 
low fever and smallpox were then prevalent 
and people were dying by the score. On Jan. 
25 the diseases were declared epidemic. 
I had been waiting patiently for an opportu- 
nity to discharge my cargo, but could get no 
men. The three hospitals at Santos were 
inadequate in the way of room and appli-

CONTRACTS FOR THE PRISON PLANTS. 


They Are Awarded Notwithstanding Many 
Bidders’ Protests. 

Contracts for the new electric light and 
power plant at the Joliet penitentiary have 
been awarded by the Commissioners. They 
were signed last Monday. The electric light 
plant was awarded to the General Electric 
company for $51,000. The Bates Machine 
company of Joliet got the job of furnishing 
the pulleys and shaftings. The Allis engine 
and the Campbell & Zeiss boilers were se- 
lected. The figures named for their work in 
the bids of the three last concerns, which 
were opened July 18, were $10,200 for the 
Allis Corliss engine, $14,827 for the Bates 
m nery, and $17,035 for the boilers with 
$4,400 added for a Roney stoker, and $5,500 
for a Hawley furnace if used. 

The changes made by the bidders for this 
work have been published in Tug Trisunz. 
The plans for the plant were drawn by the 
General Electric company’s engineering de- 
partment. It was said by bidders that the 
plans and specifications provided for machin- 
ery and appliances such as were manufactured 
only by the General Electrical company and 
concerns to which it was friendly. Warden 
Allen admitted that the plans were made by 
the General Electric company, but denied 
that the specifications were such as to exclude 
any bidders. It was also e ed that 
the bidders had  encounte much 
difficulty in obtaining plans and specifications 
fronrthe Warden. 

At the opening of the bids at the peniten- 
tiary July 18 C. A. Daigh of the Siemens & 
Hälske company scored the methods which 
he declared had characterized the transaction 
and protested against contracts being let. A 
short time afterwards the Coinmissioners an- 
nounced that bids had been thrown out. A. 
S. Fiske, who claimed that his bid for boilers 
was the cheapest by $4,000, the Westing- 
house Electric company, claiming that their 
bid for electrical equipment was the lowest, 
and other bidders united in a protest to Gov, 
Altgeld and asked him to order new lettings. 


An interview with the Governor was pub- 


lished in a city paper this week. In it he 
criticised the machinery or some of the 
bidders and said that orders had been given 
to let the work without further delay. 
C. A. Daigh said: The plant provided is 
neither economical nor adequate to the future 
requirements of the State. The State could 
have saved 20 per cent had the work been 
readvertised and the contract let to the lowest 
bidder. The whole transaction calls for the 
sharpest criticism from beginning to end.“ 


RAINMAKERS BRING A DOWNPOUR, 


At Any Rate a Deluge Comes at Chenoa, 
III., and Money Is Paid for It. . 

Broomineton, III., Aug. 11.—-[Special.]— 
Whether or not the work of Morris Brothers, 
‘‘rainmakers,’’ of Emerson, Ia., at Chenoa 
the last three days had anything to do with it, 
it is certain that the people of that city and 
the country around it within a radius of eight 
to ten miles were blessed with a perfect deluge 
of rain this morning, lasting nearly three 


hours. The rain averaged about one inch, 


ranging from three-quarters of an inch to an 
inch and a half. The ground was left satu- 
rated and the water lying in pools and 
puddles. The territory guaranteed to be 
moistened was 800 square miles and an area 
one quarter larger than this was saturated. 
The Bloomington Canning company which 
hired the rainmakers will pay the men 
the contract price, $750. Many other 
localities in central Illinois had rains last 
night and today similar to that at Chenoa, 
and the great majority of the people believe 
that Chenoa would have had the rain just the 
same had the rainmakers never been heard 
of, while others are fully convinced that the 
fumes sent up from the chimney of the 
shanty by the Morris Bros. brought the 
down-pour.

One of 
the. notes for $5,000 is secured by a trust 
deed from James I. Best on real estate in 
Cook County and the other note for $5,000 is 
secured by a trust deed from E. R. Bacon and 
wife to M. L. Coffeen, one of the attorneys for 
the plaintiff, on real estate in Cook County.

Analysis Already Begun. 


The articles selected for the first analyses 
are maccaroni and vermicelli. My chemists 
are at work in grinding the different samplés 
into a fine powder preparatory to the different 
tests. The first test is for water, and is 
simple. We weigh the sample, then dry it in 
an oven, and then weigh it again. t the 
nicety with which this is done would astonish 
some people. We use a pair of scales so 
delicate that if you were to weigh with it a 
scrap of paper, then write your name on the 
paper with a lead pencil, and then weigh it 
again, the weight would be different. We 
have to keep these scales in a glass case and 
keep a glass of acid in the case to absorb the 
moisture and carbonic acid gas, for fear they 
will disturb the equilibrium.“

The boom of paid attendance has begun. The 
100,000 rate has been passed. Last week it 
commenced at 78,418 and during the week 
the pendulum swung between that and 80,- 
000, one day reaching 104,291. Last. Mon- 
day’s attendance was 89,103, Monday 
always being a comparatively light day. 
Tuesday the pace was set at 102,818, 
Wednesday it was 106,828. There is little 
question that for the rest of this month 100. 
000 will be the minimum. Next month 
200,000 will be nearer the minimum, in 
spite of hard times and the railroads, and 
October will exceed that number. There is 
every reason, therefore, why those who can 
should come this month so as to avoid the 
rush and see things comfortably. In the vast 
area of the Fair grounds 100,000 or 150,000 
people, althougha large crowd, will not in- 
commode any one.

LESSER AND GREATER CRANKS FIGHT- 
ING 


When rogues fall out honest men get 
their own, is an old story and a true one. 
It looks as if it will hold true in the case of 
silver. Certain of the Populists who were 
counted on to vote for free 16 to 1 coinage 
are reported to have taken umbrage at the 
expressed willingness of their new made 
friends to agree to an increase in the evinage 
ratio to gold. Their position is that defined 
by Gen. Weaver when he told the convention 
in this city to plant their banners on a ratio 
of sixteen to one, and followed that advice 
with the assurance the moment you weaken 
on that point I will leave you, and advise 
everybody else todo the same.“ The Pop- 
ulists are dead set against any compromise 
that would involve a widening of the ratio 
closer to parity with gold. 

Their reason for this is plain, and they 
openly confess it. The Populists are commit- 
ted to the advocacy of fiat money, consist- 
ing of a vast number of pieces of paper, each 
of which bears on its face the statement that 
it is a stated number of dollars. These bills 
are not to be promises to pay real money, not 
even depreciated silver dollars, much less dol- 
lars worth 100 cents each, The Populists 
would vote for free silver coinage on the ratio 
of 16 to 1 because they believe that would 
give them dollars vorth no more than about 
50 to 60 cents each, and thus carry the coun- 
try half way down to the dead level of fiat 
dollars which-would de worth nothing at all 
after they had served the first purpose of en- 
abling the Populist debtor to cheat his cred- 
itor out of what belongs to him. 

Having gained free silver coinage of half 
worth dollars the Populists would organize to 
gain the other half of their original conten- 
tion. They would say tbe country is doing 
without gold, let it now do without silver as 
money.” And they expect that from the 
ranks of the poverty-stricken people rendered 
destitute by the destruction of half the money 
capital in the country they would gain re- 
cruits enough to enable them to carry the 
day. Their way of looking at the case is that 
the adoption of free silver coinage would not 
only gain them half of what they demand, but 
give them assurance of success in working to 
secure the other half. That is why they are 
willing to vote with the free silver monometal- 
lists for free coinage on the absurd ratio of 16

MKINLEY AND NEAL—THE TWO OHIO

The Gubernatorial contest in Ohio this year 
is not merely between opposing ideas, but 
between the men who are the special cham- 
pions and representatives of those ideas. The 
struggle therefore will have a national rather 
than a State character, the result will be 
awaited with great interest, not only because 
of the importance of the issue, but because 
the fight will be in the until recently third 
State of the Union, the one which during this 
century has occupied the leading and con- 
trolling position west of the Alleghanies. 

High protection and free trade are doc. 
trines which have long had fervent advocates 
in Ohio, and those doctrines have been fought 
over there until each side has become in- 
tensely attached to its principles. Never 
were they further apart than they are now. 
The Republican convention when it met this 
year adopted a platform which says: 

We favor the policy of full and adequate pro- 
tection to American labor and industries. The 
best exemplification of the principles of protec- 
tion and reciprocity that has found expression in 
the statutes is the McKinley act. We cordially 
declare our adhesion to the doctrines of that 


great measure. 
And the convention then in the most logical 


manner in the world nominated Maj. Mc- 
Kinley for Governor. 

The Democrats at their convention held 
Thursday indorsed the national platform of 
their party, especially those portions of it 
referring to the tariff, and nominated La w- 
rence T. Neal for Governor. They showed 
themselves as logical as the Republicans 
when they put in the field against the author 
of the McKinley Jaw the man who drew the 
plank of the Democratic platform denouncing 
the McKinley law and also declaring that pro- 
tection was unconstitutional and a robbery. 

Of the various planks of the Democratic 
platform reported to the National convention 
by the Committee on Resolutions two—those 
on theſtariff and the currency—had been sub- 
mitted to and approved by Mr. Cleveland.

He made the tariff 
plank. But a few days later, when Mr. Cleve- 
land made his speech of acceptance at the 
Mudison Square Garden, he repudiated the 
convention’s plank as it had repudiated his 
and substituted one of his ewn, on which he 
made his campeign.

MINNESOTA MORTGAGES. 

The census statistics of mortgages on farms 
and homes in Minnesota are especially inter: 
esting in view of the complaints of the last 
few years that the farmers of the Northwest 
are being eaten out of house and home by the 
mortgage sharks. During the last cehsus 
decade the incurred mortgage debt increased 
296 per cent, from 15 millions to nearly 
60 millions, or while the population in- 
creased only 66.74 per cent. But both the 
rate and the amount of increase are found 
more largely in the debt on lots than in that 
on acres, That on lots increased from 
4}¢ millions in 1880 to 47 millions in 1887, 
and was 41 millions in 1889, while the cor- 
responding increase in number of lots mort- 
gaged was from 9,921 to 45,742. The debt 
on acre tracts rose from 101¢ millions in 1880 
to 23 millions in 1887, declined the next 
year, and partially recovered to 18% millions 
in 1889, while the number of acres mort- 
gaged increased much less than the popula- 
tion, being 1,867,699 in 1880 and 2,409,969 
in 1889. During the ten year period a total 
indebtedness of nearly 400 millions was in- 
curred, represented by 389,811 mortgages, 
38.97 per cent of the debt being on acres and 
61.03 on lots. Hennepin County, including 
Minneapolis, Ramsey County, including St. 
Paul, and St. Louis County, including Duluth, 


contribute a little more than 41 per cent to 


the total of indebtedness. The average 
amount of debt against acres is $776 per 
mortgage, and the average value of the prop- 
erty is $1.772, the value being substantially 
$1,000 more than the indebtedness. 

These figures are far from indicating farm 


} poverty or an inerease of any wretchedness 


money borrowed on it. This is .matter 
congratulation for the farmer, who is just 
mucn entitled to any gain in value that may 
accrue while he holds the land as is the city 
clerk or mechanic to a ing gain in 
the value of the city lots he has bought 
on payments distributed over three or four 
years. But neither of them is entitled to 
sneak out of paymg what he agreed to pay, 
or to pay in dollars each of which is worth far 
less than the dollar of the timé When he con- 
tracted the debt and obtained possession of 
the land. And it should be observed that 
hardly any of this indebtedness is of more 
than four years’ standing. while the average 
is considerably less than that. Hence, even 
if there had been any such advance in the 
value of the gold dollar if the last twenty 
years as is untruly claimed by the silver ex- 
tremists that would not constitute a good 
reason for wanting to pay off the farm or 
city lot indebtedness in half-worth dollars. 


LOOKS LIKE DUPLICITY. : 

At the meeting of the General Managers of 
the Central Traffic and Ohio River Associa- 
tions held Thureday the Pennsylvania 
came forward as the friend of Chicago and the 


‘Fair. It made the following reasonable prop- 


osition : . 

1, On round-trip tickets good to return during 
the World's Fair period or until Nov, 5, 1893, 
the rate shall be 40 per cent less than double the 
regular one-way rate for first-class limited 
tickets, such tickets to be honored in sleeping 
and parlor cars and on all trains except the 
limited. 

2. On round-trip tickets, limited, good to re- 
turn for fifteen days from date of sale, the rate 
shall be one fare, tickets to be good in parlor and 
sleeping cars, and on all regular trains except 
the limited. 

8. On round-trip tickets good to return ten 
days from date of sale the rate shall be 16 per 
cent less than the .one-fare rate, tickets to be 
good only in coaches of special excursion trains 
going, but good returning within their limit in 
the coaches only of regular trains, except excess- 
fare trains, on which latter trains they will not 
be honored. Alternating excursions to consist of 
coaches only to be run from common points un- 
der this last clause. 

This satisfactory proposition was at once 
antagonized and squelched by the Vanderbilt 
roads. No concession was made; on the 
other hand, the old rates were restored be- 
tween here and Ohio River points. This is 
the outcome of Mr, Chauncey M. Depew’s 
promises and his smooth oily talk of what the 
Vanderbilt roads would do towards bringing 
masses of people to the Fair from the East. 
Mr. Depew all along has poged as the special 
friend of the World's Fair ahd has been lavish 
in his declarations that his roads would do the 
fair thing and would enable tens of thousands 
to come here beyond Niagara Falls. He has 
been so ostentatious in these declarations that 
people have believed them and have been 
waiting anxiously for the time when he would 
make good his promises. He even went so 
far as to proclaim that it was the Pennsyl- 
vania lines which prevented the Vanderbilt 
lines from making the wished for reductions, 
but the Pennsylvania has made him show his 
hand, and he stands convicjed of duplicity of 
the worst description. Now let it be remem- 
bered it was the Vanderbilt lines that voted 
down the low rate proposition and instructed 
the General Managers to restore the rates 
from Ohio River points. It is in order for 
Chauncey M. DepeW to hand in his resigna- 
tion as Chicago’s adopted son. Chicago 
wants no more of him. 


LARRY O'NEILL, 

The Ohio Gubernatorial contest is notable 
because there is but one question involved 
free trade versus high protection; because 
each candidate is the most prominent rep- 
resentative of the principles he holds; and 
because they both belong to that Seotch-Irish 
race which has given to this country so many 
of its ablest and most persistent and deter- 
mined men. But while McKinley’s ancestors 
preserved unaltered the name they brought 
across the ocean the O’Neals tried to give 
theirs something of an English look. If the 
Democratic candidate had some of that race 
pride of which the Scotch and Irish 
generally have so much he would call him- 
self Larry O'Neill, and then every one would 
know that he was a son of the old sod. Per- 
haps if Mr. Lawrence T. Neal had been 
reared in New York City, where the home 
rule Irish do abound, he would. have felt it 
necessary to be an O'Neill if he wanted 
political preferment. But being brought up 
in Ohio, where the Irish element of the De- 
mocracy was less potent, he was well satisfied 
to be rid of the distinguishing Celtio O'.“ 
But while Mr. Neal has not the old name of 
his family he possesses many of those pecul- 
iar qualities which have made the Scoteh- 
Irish so potent in this country, and when he 
meets McKinley, who has them also, the fur 
will fly. Their struggle resembles, on a small 
scale, the contest between. those eminent 
Scotch-Irishmen, Andrew Jackson and John 
C. Calhoun. 


BIMETALLISM VERSUS SILVER MONO- 
METALLISM. 

The currency question in Congréss and the 
country is narrowing down rapidly to one 
simple comprehensible issue. The contro- 
versy is now: Shall the United States-retain 
the 100-cent gold standard which it has had 
for more than a century and which all the 
really civilized nations of the earth have to- 


day, or shall it discard that metal, cease to re- 


tain it as the basis of its currency, and substi- 
tute the silver standard of 371%{-grain dol- 
lars, worth less than 60 per cent in commer- 
cial value? 

The free silverites may say what they please ; 
they may pretend that it is their wish that 
both gold and silver shall remain in circula- 
tion, but they cannot disguise their real inten- 
tions. They resist putting more grains of sil- 
ver into the dollar. They insist on the coin- 
age of light-weight dollars, giving as their rea- 
son that twenty years ago they were as good 
as gold dollars, and claiming that, notwith- 
standing they have depreciated in value 
nearly a half since then, they must be coined 
without limit, although they have lost about 
half their purchasing power where not upheld 
or redeemed by gold. They do not favor the 
coinage of such light-weight dollars because 
they were worth gold dollars a quarterof a 
century ago but because they have but half 
that value now. Were they as valuable as 
they were prior to 1878 would repudiate 
them, preferring “ the gold dollar of the fa- 
thers — because cheaper. What they want is 
to have the depreciated metal made the sole 
standard, because it is depreciated and will 
expel gold from circulation. 

The present contest is one between gold 
value money and cheap sil vet monometallists. 
Whenever a free coinage man says that he is 
a “bimetallist be is trying to humbug 
someone. He is throwing dust in the eyes of 
people. If he were what he pretends to be 
he would favor putting a dollar's worth of 
silver in the silver dollar, using for that pur- 
pose the simple workable Windom plan. He

POLITICAL OR BUSINESS MANAGEMENT. 

A local paper asks: 

Is not the politician, so called, as safe an 
agent for the lo in the management of a trust 
fund as the very of business-men called from 
r such 
a trust 


Then it proceeds to answer its question in 


the affirmative by contrasting the manage 
ment of city affairs with that of the Exposi- 
tion. It says that the city government under 
political management raises and disburses 
about fifteen millions yearly and admits 
that * 

It is not unlikely that the cost of administra- 
tion is higher; not decidedly so, but higher 
than the same ‘cost would be if what we call 
politics had no hand in the distribution. 


Then, after commenting on the management 
of the financial affairs of the Exposition, it 
says that in contrast with the much-abused 
politician the much-lauded business-man who 
is not a politician is a disappointment,“ and 
that if the Council had had charge of the ad- 
ministration of the moneys they would have 
been much more intelligently and economi- 
cally disbursed.“ 

Without denying that the directors have 
spent much money unnecessarily it can be 
said with perfect truth that under political man- 
agement vastly more would have been spent 
thus, and the result of all the expenditures, 
necessary and unnecessary, would have been 
much less satisfactory. The great cause of 
the unprofitable ex penditures oy the directory 
was their ignorance—common to the entire 
community—of the best and most economic 
way of getting upa great exposition. They 
entered upon an untrodden field. If they had 
the job to do over again they would know where 
to save hundreds of thousands. The politicians 
who run city affairs are not called on to de- 
vise means of keeping the. peace, of putting 
out fires, furnishing water, or paving the city. 
They find all the machinery of government 
ready for them. If business-men were put in 
charge of the city and had to improvise every- 
thing the expenses for the first year would be 
greater than those of the city under political 
control are now, but the next year would see 
a great reduction in the cost of the business 
administration. 

If the Council and the politicians had had 
charge of the Exposition they would have 
been even more ignorant of what should be 
done than were the business-men who were 
elected directors. They would have been less 
quick to learn, leas energetic when plans had 
been decided on, and would have been less 
disinterested. They would have looked after 
themselves and their friends more than after 
the Exposition. It may be that some day 


New York will try to give a World's Fair. If 


so it will be managed by Tammany. Then it 
will be easy to see the difference in cost and 
efficiency between political and business man- 
agement. 


RURAL DEPOPULATION. 

The Hospital reports certain statements 
made ata meeting of the Royal Statistical, 
Society in regard to the rate of rural depop- 
ulation in different countries. The phenom- 
ehon appeared in Wales as long ago as 1851 
and in England ten years later. The decrease 
in rural population is more marked in Scot- 
land than in England, and in Ireland it has 
been severe since the time of famine. The 
French and Irish birth rates are equally 
low (7), though the marriage rates differ 
greatly owing to the peculiar age distribution 
prevalent in Ireland as a resultof emigration. 
Spain, Italy, Switzerland, and Norway all ex- 
hibit the same phenomenon. The facts 
quoted are claimed to prove that not 
only is the disproportionate growth of 
large towns a phenomenon of uni- 
versal prevalence, but that an actual diminu- 
tion of the rural population has occurred in 
the greater part of Europe, in North America, 
and even in Australia. The author of the 
paper, Dr. G. B. Longstaff, holds that there 
is a general and increasing aversion to coun- 
try life, and that the general result cannot be 
chiefly due to causes of only local occurrence, 
such as government, land laws, and the like. 

The principal cause of the tendency to de- 
crease in the population per acre of rural 
areas already occupied has been point- 
ed out in Tue Trreunz, in answer to 
complaints made in this country that 
the fact was due to impoverishment of 
the farming classes. The truth is that the 
introduction of labor saving machinery and 
other appliances has much reduced the 
amount of manual labor it is necessary to 
employ on a given area for its cultivation. 
In the United States there has been a great 
change in this respect within the last thirty 
years. The same is true of England, and if it 
be less so for some other countries named it 
must be remembered that they are affected 
by the competition of the grain-producing 
areas in which the human labor element in 
production is reduced to the minimum. There 
may have been some desertion of farms in 
the Eastern States, but even there the per- 


centage is small, while the number of farms, 


in England which now have no tenants is said 
to be a rather large proportion of the whole. 
Taken all together the rural districts may 
tend to relative depopulation, but it is in 
hired workers, not in the number of those 
who live on the soil as owners or renters, 


Mas. Hanpy of the Department of Public- 
ity and Promotion says he is willing to have 
the expenses of his department cut down and 
turned over to the Director-General, and that 
he sentin his resignation some time ago.

What is the use of the big 
Bureau of Transportation with its army of 
clerks, stenographers, typewriters, janitors, 
and guards in that big empty Terminal Sta- 
tion? Let every man go whois doing noth- 
ing, or whose work can be done by another. 

Inow was extensively used as curreacy in

In the last analysis it is all 
parter,a swapping of comrhodities at ex- 
changeable worth. Paper money consists of 
notes, and those notes are a promise to pay 


| a certain weight of gold or silver metal for 


value received. 


Tu task of enlightenment has been a diffi- 
cult one. Millions of people, handling a few 
silver dollars each week or month, and seeing 
that they continued to circulate with their 
purchasing power and paying power unaltered 
—that they were just as good for all practical 
purposes as the gold dollar—have taken it for 
granted that these silver dollars kept at par 
with gold through their own intrinsic value, 
not knowing that half their: purchasing power 
was due to the action of the government that 
they would be redeemed in gold if necessary. 
Many people have also taken it for granted that 
because the few silver dollars they saw in cir- 
culation kept their purchasing power that the 
same would be the case were hundreds of 
millions of them to be issued. 4 

The trouble with most people has been that 
they have not stopped to think or to investi- 
gate and find out the facts. They are being 
d isa bused rapidly of their errors and misap- 
prehensions and are coming to see that the 
silver dollars were upheld by the gold dollars 
and that if there are too many of the former 
and too few of. the latter the silver dollar 
needs must drop to their own commercial 
level. That is what the silverites want. That 
is what the real bimetallists do nöt want. The 
contest which began in Congresg last Monday 
is between these two parties.

under all conceivable circumstances. The 
writer says the Chinese are reported to be ex- 
empt from cholera because they drink noth- 
ing but tea, and he asks if the true reason be 
not couched in the fact that proper tea can 
only be made with boiling water. If the 
Chinese are exempt from cholera, as claimed, 
it must be that they never drink water that 
has not been boiled previously. Hence, if 
sailors will take only pure water on board 
and filter and boil all the water they use there 
will be practically no carrying of cholera 
from one country to another by trading ves- 
sels which start on the voyage with a clean 
bill of health. This information should be 
equally valuable to landlubbers as to those 
who go down to the sea in ships. There need 
be little fear of cholera if the precaution be 
taken to boil before using all water that is in- 
tended to be taken inside the system and avoid 
the eating of food which has begun to decay.

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HAS NOT YET COME. 


While Statesmep Consider the Situation, 
Merchants, Bankers, and Many Unem- 
ployed Anxiously Look for the Extra 
Session’s Action=Commercial Disasters 
for the Week, According to R. G. Dun 
& Co., Number 394—<Trade Depressed in 
the Textile and Iron Industries. 

New York, Aug. 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say: The long de- 


sired meeting of Congress, a President's mes- 


sage which fully answered .expectations, and 
the arrival of $13,280,000 in gold from Eu- 
rope, with $10,000,000 more on the way, 
have not brought the improvement many an- 
ticipated. Stocks are stronger, but failures 
continue; so does the closing of industria! 
establishments; idle hands multiply and silent 
shops, and the disorganization of domestic 
exchanges is even greater than a week ago. 

Yet there is a more hopeful spirit, though 
the Nation looks to Washington with some 
impatience, where the Senate seems disposed 
to rival the mills in working short time, 
While statesmen consider merchants’ and 
bankers and unemployed thousands anxiously 
wait, knowing that the wrecks of each week 
make the task of recovery more difficult. 
There has been no startling crash, but the 
formal failures of banks, including one in 
this city and several in Nashville, number 
thirty-four, while refusals to pay, except 
through a clearing-house or with limitations, 
are becoming more common. The commer- 
cial disasters, 394 in number, include such 
names as R. H. Coleman, the Iron King.“ 
J. H. Walker Co. in dry goods, and H. L. 
Hotehkiss in stocks. Whatever relief Con- 
gress has power to give may be less fruithful 
for good if long deferred. 

The machinery of exchanges has almost 
stopped. When $30 per $1,000 is paid for 
New York exchange at Chicago and $15 or 
$20 at other Western cities settlements be- 
tween the East and West, which ordinarily 
amount to $3,200,000,000 in a year, be- 
come extremely difficult. Even the New 
York Central could not get currency here on 
checks of the Boston and Albany and was 
obliged to send to Boston for the money. 


Extent of Hoarding. 


The root of the trouble is that, according 
to reports of July 12 to the Controller, 
over $131,000,000 of deposits had been 
withdrawn within two months from part of 
the national banks and probably $17'7,000,- 
000 from all, besides unknown sums from 
savings, State, and private banks, and durin 
the month, since July 12, the withdrawal an 
hoarding must have been relatively even 
greater. A premium of 1 to 2 per cent is 
paid for gold and 3 to 4 per cent for cur. 
rency. The government is printing 81,250, 
000 bank notes daily. clearing-house 
has issued $5,000,000 more certificates . and 
the hope is that confidence may be revived 
and hoardings unlocked. 
The arrest of industry goes so far that a 
third of the iron production ceased in the 
month of July, and the consumption of iron 
in manufacture diminished 46 per cent. From 
May 1 to July 1 not even this shrinkage stim- 
ulates demand enough to support prices, 
which remain the lowest on record, and fur- 
ther stoppages in August have reduced the 
weekly output below 100,000 tons. Copper 
has declined to 9% cents and lead to 3M cents, 
with narrow trade. Shoe shops are looking in 
vain for further orders, and last week’s ship- 
ments from Boston were 16,100 cases, or 
20 per cent, less 
same week last year. At Fall River alone 
700,000 spindles stopped Saturday, and 
the whole number of spindles in all the South- 
ern States is said to be less than the number 
now idle in New England. Even more than a 
lack of orders a want of confidence in the in: 
tegrity of orders troubles the textile mills, for 
cancellations multiply. The Wamsutta has 
lowered prices of goods 74067 r cent. 
While jobbers find a better demand for dress 
goods, and the situation as to knit goods is 
considered strong, the säles of wool at the 
three largest markets were only 1,570,750 
pounds for the last week inst 9,220,700 

unds for the same week last year. Since

If only confidence in the future could be re- 
stored the monetary troubles might soon be 
relieved. But at present want of cash, it is 
said, accounts for the retarded movement of 
wheat from farms to Western markets, and 
exports have not met expectations of late, so 
that prices of grain have somewhat declined, 

Pork products are sold more largely for ex- 
port this week, but cotton has yielded an 
eighth, stocks of 380,000 bales here and 
1.385.000 American abroad being too heavy 
when many of the mills are stopping. Coal 
is dull, and the output is much restricted by 
the difficulty of getting money for wages. The 
movement of animals is less affected, cattle 
receipts at Chicago are fairly maintained, and 
hog packing for the latter part of July has 
been nearly as large as last year, though for 
the year thus far, Mareh 1 to Aug. 1, 1,050, 
000 hogs less than last year. 


Small Railroad Earnings. 


Railroad earnings show a decrease of about 
8 per cent compared with those of last year, 
but the clearing-house returns at the princi- 

l cities show a decrease in settlements of 

5 per cent. Appeals to the Treasury for 
some relief are frequent, but its cash balance 
has been reduced so low that the gold reserve 
may have to be used in part for current ex- 
penses. But $13,000,000 bank notes will 
quickly be added to the circulation through 
use of .the bonds purchased from savings 
banks, and $23,000,000 in gold from Eu- 
rope, in spite of the advance in the Bank of 
England rate to 4 per cent, and in its charge 
for gold to 706 10d, which with 
some specie and notes from Canada 
will make the largest addition to the monetary 
supply ever experienced in a single month, 
If this suffices to cause the release of hoarded 
money,, some recovery may come without 
waiting for slow footed law-makers at Wash- 
ington. But late advices give ground to hope 
that the wishes of the business world may 
soon be answered by unconditional repeal of 
the silver purchasing clause of the act of 1890,

IDENTIFICATION BY THE FINGERS. 


A Supplementary Aid to Bertillonage In- 
vented by a Clever Frenchman. 

The belief is growing that the method of 
identifying criminals by finger prints advo- 
cated by Francis Galton must in time come 
into use as an important and supplementary 
aid to bertillonage. This convenient term 
has been coined to express the principle of 
the French system, invented and directed 
by Alphonse Bertillon, of so classifying 
anthropometric records that each can be sort- 
ed into its own natural group, just as each 
surname falls into its alphabetical: place in a 
directory. 

Finger prints can be classified in a similar 
way. The test of the efficiency of the system 
lies, first, in the sureness with which different 
(instructed) persons assign the same index 
letters to the same set of print, however 
indifferently printed, and, second! „ in 
the — * to which the sets are differ- 
entiated by their classification. One of the 
most extraordinary points about Mr. Galton’s 
system is the unique and remarkable ability 
afforded by the finger prints to the observer 
of determining, irrespectively of age and 
growth, whether two clegr impressions, taken 
at different dates, were or not made by the 
same finger. This depends not on the gener- 
al pattern of the print which is the basis of 
Classification, but upon the numerous forks 
and other details in ridges that compose 
the patterns. 

. Gulton holds that no matter how yen 
in life the first impression of a finger tip wit 
fully formed markings may be taken, and 
how late the second impression may be ob- 
tuined, the similarity between them will not 
only be decipherable but unmistakable. The

But they will be used, in what fashion 
they be cut and arranged, nobody can 
quite tell yet. 

Still there are indications,” as the dress- 
makers call them, and, although they may 
not be absolute, they may not pass unheeded. 

As the summer advances and the new mod- 
els of late things are received from Paris one 
cannot fail to note the growing tendency to 
the double-skirt effects, which would indicate 
that there will be an attempt made to bring 
back into fashion the two skirts and ample 
draperies of a few years ago. 

It has been quite broadly hinted by the 
fashionable authorities in Europe that the 
very next change would be to the reintroduc- 
tion of the pannier. 

Be that as it may, those who recollect the 
introduction of it when it was last in fashion 
must admit that the steps by which it was in- 
troduced are almost identically the same as 
those which are being taken now, says the 
fashion writer of the Boston Herald.
